Tile Trace of God. 
One of the most curious of the many 
queer mediaeval customs w as th at 
known as “the truce of God.” From 
what we have been able to learn of It 
the custom appear® to have originated 
as an outgrowth of a desire to protect 
toe common people to some extent at 
least against the lawless tyranny of 
the feudal leeds of the middle ages. It 
was first decreed at a church synod 
which convened at Roussillon In toe 
year 1027. By this decree it w as pro­ 
vided that no m an should attack his 
enemy between Saturday evening at 
nones aud Monday morning at the 
hour of prime. About the year 1032 a 
similar compact was entered into be­ 
tween the church and the barons of 
England. The church forbade barons 
to make any attack upon each other 
between sunset on W ednesday night 
and sunrise on the followtag Monday 
or upon any feast or fast day. The 
same truce made provision that no 
man should be disturbed while labor­ 
ing at his trade or while going to or 
from a place of worship.

CITY ORDINANCE.

S e c t io n I. That it shall be and is 
hereby made the duty of any person 
operating any automobile, motor car 
or other vihicle propelled by artifi­ 
cial means within said city to stop 
the same upon meeting with any 
person driving a team when it ap­ 
pears from the conduct or action of 
such team that it is likely to become 
frightened at such automobile, mo­ 
tor car, etc, and to remain stopped 
until such team passes, f 
S e c . 2. That it shall be unlawful 
for any person to run or operate any 
automobile, motor car or other ve­ 
hicle propelled by artificial means 
upon any of the streets within the 
corporate limits of the City of^Bryan 
at a greater rate of speedjthan eight 
miles per hour. 


S e c . 3. That any person violating 
any of the provisions of this ordi­ 
nance shall be guilty of a misde­ 
meanor, and upon conviction Jshall 
be fined in any sum not less’than 
ten dollars and not more than one 
hundred dollars.

The substitute so modified the provis­ 
ion as to perm it m em bers of the fam ­ 
ilies of railroad efeiployea, bona fide 
attorneys for railroads, w hether con­ 
stantly employed or not, and the care­ 
takers of livestock to accept free trans­ 
portation. Senator Culberson said that 
his purpose in presenting the am end­ 
ment had been to get rid of a very vex­ 
atious practice in the southern states. 
The Culberson am endm ent was then 
extended so as to except so many per­ 
sons and classes th at when read Is 
aroused general m errim ent on the floor 
of the senate. 
A provision related to ex-Confederate 
soldiers, and was inserted at the sug­ 
gestion of Mr. Bacon, and when Mr. 
Spooner asked lf the exception 
was 
Intended to apply to ex-Confederate 
soldiers in congress, he replied in the 
negative, but said “if it did, there are 
so few of us th at it would not m at­ 
ter.” 
Senator Gallinger moved to amend 
the provision as It then stood by add­ 
ing to the exceptions, “fam ilies of a t­ 
torneys, their sisters and their cousins 
and their aunts.” 
Senator Culberson moved to lay Gig 
am endm ent on the table, saying th&t 
the New Ham pshire senator could not 
kill the am endm ent by his effort to 
reduce it to ridicule, “offensive as it 
is.” 
Mr. G allinger w ithdrew his am end­ 
ment. 
Mr. 
Culberson’s 
am endm ent, 
as 
amended, was agreed to—60 to 16. 
Senator M cLaurin then presented an 
amendm ent prohibiting greater charg­ 
es for short hauls than for tong hauls, 
and Senator Daniel moved a substi­ 
tute to cover the situation In Vir­ 
ginia. 
Both senators spoke In support 
of their respective provisions, and Mr. 
McLaurin entered upon a general crit­ 
icism of the president’s course in con­ 
nection with the rate bill. He declared 
th at the president had entirely chang­ 
ed his position, and predicted the pro­ 
duction of a new song to be known as 
“Roosevelt’s Surrender,” and 
to 
be 
sung to the tune of “B onaparte’s Re­ 
treat.” 
Mr. Daniel’s 
substitute 
waB then 
voted down, and the McLaurin provis­ 
ion im mediately m et a like late. 
An am endm ent by McLaurin, pro­
